Since ibe signing of the armistice,

Savings Stamps and Certifi- 


cates to Be Sold Indefinably 


Says Secretary Glass, 


The government has received more 


than $1.107,000,000 through sales of 
Thrift Stamps, War Savings Stamps 
and Treasury Savings Certificates in 
the twenty-two months they have been 
available for purchase by the public. 
This is shown in a detailed statement 


j concerning the work of the Savings 
Division of the Treasury Department 
issued by Secretary of the Treasury 
Glass. After a steady decrease in 
sales from the signing of the armis- 
tice, "War Savings Stamps began to be 
in greater demand in August and 
September, and reports thus far for 
October show a substantial increase. 


As Secretary Glass has previously 


announced, Thrift Stamps. "War Sav- 
ings Stamps and Treasury Certificates 
will be available -for purchase indefi- 
nately. The "rsign for the 1920 War 
Savings Stamp is now being complet- 
ed, while that of the Thrift Stamp and 
Treasury Savings Certificate will re- 
main the same. 


Secretary Glass' statement said: 
"Figures have been compiled show- 


ing the expenses of the government 
savings and investment movement and 
the returns from the sales of the 
smaller denomination securities up to 
and including September 30 of. the 
present year. While, naturally, with 
the termination of the popular cam- 
paigns of the war period which made 
instant appeal to the patriotic fervor 
of that time, sales dropped sharply 
to a decidedly lower level, the trend 
appearing in the figures for August 
and September indicates that the ef- 
forts of the Savings Organization to 
combat the present tendency to waste 
ar.d extravagance which have c^me n.« 
a re.iciion from the wartime econo- 
mies, are beginning to have their ef- 
fect. The present showing of 
versn*: return is a gratifying one." 


Expenditures of the Savings Divis- 


ion have materially decreased during 
the present calendar year and are be- 
ing reduced with a view to making the 
thrift movement permanent. 


The measure of the usefulness -of 


the Savings Organisation and of the 
thrift movement is not to be found in 
sales of Savings Stamps and Cer- 
tificates alone.
